During tho iirst half of the present 


century silk raising in Franco was quite 
prosperous. In 1808 tho production was 
000,000 kilogs. It then increased steadily 
until 1819, when it was about 2,000,000 
kilogs. In 1834 mulberry trees began to 
be attacked by a ravaging disease, which 
destroyed many plantations, and was 
merely the first of many reverses which 
have harassed and discouraged French 
silk growers. Since then the production 
has been subject to great fluctuations. 
In 1870 the low water mark for the cent- 
ury was reached, with an output of hut 
155,000 kilogs. Doling the last ten years 
the annual production has been from 
600,000 to 
800,000 kilogs.—Cor. Dry

THE TEMESCAC MINES. 


Tho Temcscal tin mines in Sun Ber- 


nardino county, California, are ia n pros- 
perous condition. The mines which wore 
involved in n litigation for years arc now 
being worked systematically. 
A now 


mill which will cost over $70,000 is be- 
ing erected, which is expected t'o increase 
the output about seven tons of pig-tin 
per day. 


A dispatch from Pomona, near which 


the mines are situated, states .that Gen- 
eral Manager Robinson says that a dozen 
such mines as those at Temcscal worked 
day and night for years cnnnot supply 
the United States with tin. The McKin- 
ley tariff law, Manager Robinson declares 
does not help his mhie, but it puts thou 
sand of dollars in tho pockets of the iron 


men. 
Tin plates aro simply iron plates 


dipped iu a tin bath. The McKmley 
Act increases the duty on these iron 
plates, but leaves tin on tho free list for 
tho present at least. The Temescal Com- 
pany requires no turiff to sell the tin 
which it produces as the metal is scarce 
in all parts of the world. 


But admitting that the Temescal tin 


mines gives employment to two or three 
hundred persons, that is nothing more 
than what many silver mines are doing, 
yet those who become estatic over the 
working of a tin mine are generally the 
persons who are doing all in their powei 
to discourage silver miniug.

in the body. The salt in the blood a 
once turns to chlorine gas, and tho man 
whose veins aro charged with this deadly 
poison cannot in reason be expected t 
live long."

Charles Haddon Spurgeon was born in

10th, 


1834.

is no man who has occupied a more promi- 
nent position. 
He came from a family of 


clergymen, his father and grandfather both 
being preachers of the Independent de- 
nomination. 
When sixteen years old he 


became teacher in a school at Newmarket, 
which town, by the way, is in two coun- 
ties, thtt north Bide in Suffolk, and the 
nouth side in Cambridgeshire. 
Afterwards 


he was attached to a school in Cambridge, 
Whilo there he joined an association of 
lay preacher", and nt the enrly nge of eight- 
een he was pastor of a Baptist oongn^a- 
tlon at \5|fterboach. 
His preaching nt- 


tracted attention, and o year later he re 
ceived a call to the New Park Street Bnp 
tist Chap"! in Sonthwark, London.

obliged to find larger accommodation 
In Newington Butts a chapel was eiecte 
for his cocgregation capable of seating six 
thousand. 
Mr, Spaegeon has a persona 


magnetism in preaching that is marvellous 
Each hearer is impressed with the idea tha 
he alone is addressed, which accounts fo 
his extraordinary popularity. 
He has re 


ceived upwards of 20,000 parsons into hi 
church, and about forty chapels have been 
erected in London by his followers, th 
ministers of which have graduated from

college founded by himself. 
His energ; 


and activity are boundless, and some 
twenty volumes of his sermons have been 
published. Among hia works are "Gems,' 
a volume containing brilliant passages 
from his discourses.

Savior," "John Ploughman's Talk," or 


?lain Advice for Plain People," "Feath 


ers for Arrows," "Lectures to My Sta 
dents." He is also the editor of a journal 
"The Sword and Trowel." Mr. Spnrgeon 
has a fine espressivo countenance which ii 
full of earnestness.

BELLA, THE WOMAN IN CHARGE OF

A LADIES' WAITING ROQM. 


Her Post Is In the Grand Central Sta- 


tion, nnd She See* Hundreds of Bogy, 
Prnntlo, Rushing Women Every Day. 
Uespl'.e All the Hag to She Is Calm. 


The presiding genius of the ladies' 


waiting room at the New York Central 
station at Forty-second street is named 
Bella. It is to be presumed she has also 
a family name, but no one knows -what 
it is. In fact no one cares. For thirteen 
years she has been the frtbnd and assist- 
ant of almost every child and woman 
living between New York and Pough- 
Iteepsie who travels on the railroad. She 
is a tall, slight woman, with a pleasant 
manner and kindly face, though how she 
can remain so placid, answering so calm- 
ly the thousand and one questions ad- 
dressed her in rapid succession, is a puz- 
zle. 


fn the first place, most of the out of 


town shoppers have all their purchases 
sent to the waiting room, to be called 
for at train time. 
These bundles are 


put away in a big closet, piled from floor 
to ceiling with packages 
containing 


every conceivable thing, from spring 
bonnets to cream puffs. 
From 8 to 5 is 


the time to watch reunions between the 
women and their belongings. Shopping 
ia over and every one is hurrying home. 
Half a dozen tired women and girls -will 
charge into the waiting room at once, 
hastily inquire, "Where are my things, 
Bella?" and begin to arrange their bangs. 
By the time the hasty toilet is finished 
their dust coats and parcels are on the 
big table, and the umbrella and over- 
shoes are on a chair in the corner. 


Every parcel has had the knots seen 


to, lest they fall open in the train, and 
soft or carelessly wrapped articles have 
an additional heavy paper about them. 
These are all handed over with a pleas- 
ant smile and just the slightest possible 
forward motion of ono hand for the ten 
cent fee, which is dropped into a capa- 
cious bag in the closet. 


6OSIJ3 PECULIAR CHARGES. 


Ladies coming in for a day's shopping 


usually stop in a moment to get rid of 
heavy veils and dust coats or to wipe 
the cinders from their faces. 
Lots of 


them keep their own combs and towels 
here, and repair damages as calmly as 
if at home. Bella gives them a little 
critical glance, and perhaps 'makes a 
suggestion. Then off they go, leaving 
things scattered about—soap, comb and 
ti-ain gloves—all of which will be found 
in their own particular corners when 
wanted. 


There is one lady from Yonkers who 


is deaf and afflicted with an unquiet 
spirit. She would not trust her comb 
out of her sight for worlds; her soap she 
dries and puts back in her pocket. I saw 
her the other afternoon run back four 
tiinoa to seo if a parcel left in Bella's 
care had been safely marked and hidden. 
Another kind of ci'ank never knows 
when the train goes, neither will believe 
when Bella tells her, but always insists 
on that long suffering woman hunting 
up n time table and proving her state- 
ment, 


In striking contrast is tho good na- 


ture d, easy going woman, who saunters 
in, asks "When does the next train go, 
Bella?" and calmly reads a novel till the 
bell rings. 
This is the woman who 


leaves her small girl here while she pays 
calls. The small girls enjoys being left, 
and tells wonderful fetories of her adven- 
tures all the way homo. 


I sat for an hour in the room one day 


and saw .1 canary and two children left 
or called for, a school girl thankfully 
recover a lost exercise book, four men 
plunge in under the impression that it 
was the entrance to the elevated rail- 
road, 
Cyrus Field hammer fiercely on 


the door and inquire if the feminine por- 
tion of his family had gone on, a marvel- 
ous number of hairpins replaced and an 
almost endless stream of bundles handed 
in by errand boys. 


"HER LADIES."' 


A nice old lady with curls gravely 


consulted everybody in the room about 
tho weather nnd finally decided not to 
visit some country friends till the next 
day, as it looked like rain, and went 
home, leaving her satchel behind so as 
not to liuve the bother of carrying it 
back again. After her came a couple of 
girls who had evidently never been there 
before, for one set tho other to keep a 
sharp eyo on her bundles while s>be made 
a voyage to the ticket office, and then 
performed a like kindly office while her 
friend visited the news stand. 
Then 


they had their shawl straps tightened 
and kept Bella busy for quite five min- 
utes attending to their wants, and de- 
parted without thinking it necessary to 
feo the patient attendant. As she re- 
marked pathetically, "All that travels 
ain't ladies." 


Bearing this latter fact in mind, Bella 


stands guard over half the basins and 
toilet arrangements generally, reserving 
them for "her ladies," as she calls the 
regular travelers. The ordinary public 
—people she does not include in her 
flock—may not venture to remove the 
stains of travel in these holy bowls, nor 
arrange their bangs at that special glass.

so well that she won triumphantly, and 
to this day the regular travelers have 
their own little privileges that are cheap 
at the cost of a daily dime and pleasant 
greeting.—New York Recorder.
